The names of fictitious 
pupils, and listing of puplis in 
higher grades 85 fully-subsidized 
ninth graders are other irregulari- 
ties reportedly turned up in the 
probe. According to reports, one 
youth’s name appeared on the re- 
gister twice, each time with a dif- 
ferent identity card number. 

In 1971, the private school re- 
ceived a Ministry of Education per- 
mit to hold internal matriculation 
exams, if it submitted itself to the 
financial supervision of the town 
in which it is located. The school 
is said to have submitted financial 
reports to the local authorities for 
several months, and then stopped.

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Experienced ‘decade of events’ in 
first year in U.S., Rabin says

TEL AVIV. — Yitzhak Rabin's first 
year in Washington, 1968, was an 
extremely eventful one. “I felt. that 
I had experienced a decade of events 
dn jess than 12 months,” Israel's 
former ambassador to the U.S. told

luncheon here yesterday. 

Two months after Mr. Rahbin’s 
arrival in the U.S. capital — months 
which saw the Tet offensive dn 
Vietnam and President Johnson's 
announcement that he would not 
seek another term — came the as- 
Sassination of Dr. Martin Luther 
King in Memphis, -Tennessee, and 
outbreaks of racial violence in 
. It was “the first time 
I had been in a town under cur- 
few since the British Mandate,” 
Mr. Rabin observed. Then came the 
turbulent U.S. election campaign, 
the assassination of Robert Ken- 
nedy, and the Russian invasion of 
Czechoslovakia — all in the am- 
bassador’s first nine months at 
his 3 
At the end of 1968, Mr. Rabin 
said, he “serfously wondered where 
Israel stood in the Amenican order 
of priorities and preoccupations.” 
Mr. Rabin indicated that he had 
ceased to worry about relations 
four years later, as he ended his 
five ambassadorial years. Now, he 
said, understanding in the US. of 
Israel's posttion is greater — and 
more widespread even outside the 
Jewish community than ever 
before, and U-.S.-Israel relations pro- 


mised to be even better in the 
fature. 

One of the many examples of 
this understanding cited by Mr. 
Rabin was his first meeting — in 
1969 — with George Shultz, then 
Secretary of Labour and now Sec- 
retary of the Treasury in the Nixon 
Administration. “I attempted, in a: 
few well-chosen words, ‘o present 
the Israeli cause to him. He inter- 
zupted me after the frat few sen- 


you are, 

how much you need help. Well, I'm 
pretty convinced already’.” 

Mr. Shultz, an economics profes- 

sor before entering politics, told 

Mr. Rabin how an Israeli student 


at the University of Chicago, had 
come to him in May, 1967. Mr. 
Shultz advised the boy that his stu- 
dies might be seriously impaired if 
he went home to fight in the immi- 
nent Six Day War, but the young 
man feft anyway, and was kiHed in 
the Golan Heights. : 

“Shultz has never forgotten thet 
boy.” Mr. Rabin said. “When he 
paid a two-day visit to Israel in 
1969, he particularly requested to 
be taken to tne Golan.” 

During a question pertod, the for- 
mer ambassador declined to predict 
what he would be doing in the 
future. “I didn’t come here to solve 
my own personal problems,” he said 
with a smile. 


Computer-analysis professor says 
retaliatory raids have limited effect

lysis Indicates that Israeli retalia- 
tory raids have a lmited, short- 
term effect, i to a visiting 
American political scientist. 
Raymond Tanter, 34, τ of 
political ‘science at the University 
of Michigan, spoke on the “oppor- 
tunities and limitations of strategic 
intervention” at the U.S. Cultural 
Centre here on Tuesday. : 
The same Kind of computerized 
analysis, Prof. Tanter said, predict- 
ed in the early 1960s that the use 


of small forces would be more ef- 
fective than mass escalation in the 
Vietnam war. ‘But, after the death 
of President Kennedy, the advice 
was not heeded,” he said.

PARIS (Reuter), — The new 
French Government to be announced 
today is Mkely to mark a political 
turning point reflecting ‘France's 
final divorce from orthodox Gaul-

The departure of Defence Minis- 
ter Michel Debre has cleared the 
decks of Gaullist diechards, leaving 
President Pompidou free to launch 
a more flexible, open government 
geared to social reform. 

Mr. Pompidou has clearly indi- 
cated that he intends to break with 
General de Gaulle’s habit of by- 
passing parliament and establish 
a new balance between the execu- 
tive and legislative branches. 

The Government, under reap- 
pointed Prime Minister Plerre ‘Mess- 
mer, is expected to look very dif- 
ferent from the conservative-minded 
administration which governed un- 
til the general elections last month, 
when the Gaullist majonity in par- 
Hament was cut back sharply. 

Although President Pompidou has 
Kept dts make-up a close secret 
until the very end, ét must now con- 
tain many new personalities.

turn from Iran on April 11. 

The President was then to have 
been taken to the National Assemb- 
ly in nearby Islamabad where 8 
vote of no confidence was to have 
been forced from the 144 members, 
most of whom are loyal to Mr. 
Bhutto. Well-informed sources say at

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8,000 to get help in °74 


under new ‘invalids’ bill | 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

Some 8,000 disabled persons will 
get pensions from the National 
Insurance Institute for the first 
time, from April 1974, under anew 
Tnvalids Insurance Law which the 
Knesset moved to Committee yea- 
terday on the first reading. . 

Introducing the bill, Labour Min- 
ister Yosef Almogi (who is respon- 
sible for National Insurance) said 
it was the first step towards pro- 
viding insurance for all of the 
country’s disabled, and would help 
persons whose invalidity was not 
covered by work accident Insurance 
or by the regulations governing 
disabled Army veterans. 

The bill would provide help to 
those suffering infirmities from 
birth or from road aceldents, to 
chronic patients, sufferers from 
malignant diseases, the blind, the 
ingane and the retarded. 

The Labour Minister sati the bill 
devoted special attention to train- 
ing invalids for job rehabilitation. 
It would finance schemes to help 
young invalids establish themselves 
economically, and help the families 
of invalids too. The bill would pro- 
vide partial help, even in cages of 
temporary invalidity. 

Parents of invalid children, for 
instance, would get maintenance 
allowances on behalf of their child- 
ren while the latter attended high 
school, the Mizister said. 


Each year, 800 disabled young 
eltizens would be enrolled as pen- 
sioners in their own right as they 
reached the age of 18, he said. 
Eventually, as the Invalids Insur- 
ance Law was applied by stages, 
about 50,000 disabled, adults and 
children (with an invalidity of 50 
per cent and up), would receive 
assistance. 

The Minister pointed out that 
the National Insurance Institute 


had been levying dues for Invalids 
Insurance since April 1, 1970, so 85 
to build up a capital reserve. 

"He claimed that in many respects 
the Invalids Insurance Law would 
be one of the most progressive in 
the world.

There is no verse 
in the Koran commanding a Moslem 
to fight non-Moslems in order to 
convert them to Islam. Rather, it 
denounces the use of force for this 
purpose. ᾿ 


Finally, as regards the number of 
Ahmadis in the world, which the 
entry puts at about two mililon: 
the present head of the Community 
announced at the end of 1972 that 
the total number of Ahmadis now, 
exeseds 10 million.
